“ It was a good thing for the Company 
that those paja*rshad I«en destroyed.’ 


COST O f CONSTRUCTION. 
Secretary Miller, of the Central l*a* 
cific Company, was examined in re­ 
gard to the cost of construction of the 
road from Sacramento to Ogden and 
the amount of work done by the vari­ 
ous contractors. 


T IIE CAPITAL STOCK. 
Miller stated that in July, 1868, the 
capital of the Central Pacific Company 
was increased to $100.000,000, as the 
law prohibited any corporation from 
incurring debts in excess of the par 
value of its stock and the increase was 
had to enable the company to con­ 
tract greater indebtedness. 


F IN ISH IN G U P TH E W ORK. 
Commissioner Anderson said that 
the Commission proposed to finish the 
examination this week and next week 
will be given to the Central Pacific 
Cotnnany to lay such matters before 
the ( onunission as it chooses.

The*vessel had on 
board the captain, bis wife and chil­ 
dren, bis niece, Ensladgo Halle, the 
superintendent of the Baldwin Com­ 
pany’s mines at Santa Kosuliu and a 
crew of five men. 


TH E V ESSEL C A PSI7.ES. 
While between San Pedro and Mar­ 
tinez, in the Gulf of California the ves­ 
sel was struck by heavy surf and cap­ 
sized. 
All on hoard perished except­ 
ing the captain and four sailors, who 
saved themselves by climbing on the 
bottom of the capsized vessel. 


HORRIBLE SC E N E S. 
On the second day after the accident 
the dead bodies of the Captain’s wife 
and children rose to the surface and 
were eaten bv sharks, while the hus­ 
band-fat her looked on the awful sight 
in horror. 
On July .'10th two of the 
sailors became crazy and said they 
were going ashore and immediately 
plunged overboard. 
They had no 
sooner struck the water than the sharks 
devoured them. 


EIG H T D A Y S A D RIFT . 
The Captain, one sailor and a small 
boy remained on the bottom of tire 
vessel for eight days, sustaining life 
by catching turtles that would come 
near them , and sucking blood. 


R ESCU E D AT LAST. 
They were rescued in a most pitia­ 
ble condition hv the fishing sloop 
Refugio, and afterwards transferred to 
the Balee and the company’s steam er 
Kérrigan, which was sent in search of 
the Sara, and arrived at Guaymas last 
night. 
The captain of the Sara is 
m entally and physically a wreck.

MORE VICTIMS. 
There was another small 
sloop, 
name unknown, near them in the same 
gale, and it ¡h supposed that she went 
down with all on noard.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 8.—The Com­ 
missioner of Patents has rendered a 
decision on one of the most im portant 
questions which has recently come 
up. The decision involves the tech­ 
nical construction of claims in patents 
as regards the employment of abstract 
phraseology,and gone ral, indefinite and 
vague term s, such as “ man’s mechan­ 
ism ,” which may lie so construed to 
so broaden and expand invention that 
everything with art is covered, aiul 
all future inventors are required to 
pay tribute and the public are per­ 
petually taxed. 


TH E DECISION. 
The Commissioner says that this 
otfice is required to be vigilant that 
an applicant shall not obtain claims, 
which mislead, vex and harrass the 
general public, hut hold him to his 
distinct invention us set forth in his 
claims, and 
not what it is capa­ 
ble 
of 
being 
expanded 
into 
by 
general 
and 
indefinite 
lan­ 
guage. 
The 
Commissioner 
holds 
that 
while 
a 
patentee 
is 
at 
litierty to employ such language and 
phrases as he selects, he is required 
to point out his particular invention 
that the people may not he deceived, 
nor the inventive genius of the public 
deterred or frightened from pursuit in 
the same art or field of invention by a 
patent containing equivocal claims, 
which, in effect, would suppress all 
further improvements.

g eles co u n ty ; an d , fu rth er, th at thus 
far in August th is form idable force 
has been increased by seventy new 
recruits. 
W henever m en en ter into 
anv busin ess it is because they see a 
profit in it, and th e possibility of m ak­ 
ing such profit in selling Lqp Angeles 
r^al estate is of course contingent upon 
a n arm y of investors w ho are desirous 
o f buying it. 
T he dem and, in this 
case, as in nearly all others, creates 
th e supply. 
M any 
bew ildered people in the 
northern a n d central counties are in­ 
clined to look upon such un arm y of 
real estate o|)erators as an indication 
of an un h ealth y and artificial state of 
th in gs in th is section. 
T hey are guil­ 
ty of th e absurdity of supposing that 
th is a rray of real estate agents really 
create th e dem and for lots and lands— 
in other w ords, th a t th e effect is the 
caurn:. 
A little reflection w ould show 
them that there m ust lie great vitality 
to real estate w hen it can sustain, 
without injury, such a great force of 
operators. 
T he presence of so m any 
persons, all interested in selling some­ 
th in g upon w hich to hose a connnis- 
»ion, would naturally have the effect 
o f lowering instead of advancing the 
real estate m arket, w ere th a t the only 
aspect of th e m atter. 
To what causes, th en , m ust la* re­ 
ferred this extraordinary vitality in 
real estate values? A new spaper pul - 
fished in a region like th is m ay well 
conceive its principal m ission to be 
enlightening th e world on such a 
prom inent phase of developm ent, al­ 
though its conductors m ight prefer to 


subtropical to the temperate tones. 
W hile this county is as little adapted 
to growing bananas at a profit 
as 
th e m rthern and central counties are 
to making a commercial success of the 
growth of oranges, our people can even, 
in specially favored spots, success­ 
fully glow th e tropical products.

T h e pecuniary retu rn s in th e ordinary 
lin e s of farm ing are quite satisfactory 
h ere.

crops of clover annually, a nd w ith 
tx>ttom 
lands 
w hich 
yield 
a 
hundred 
b u sh els

to 
th e acre, w hy should there not be an 
eager com petition for these lands? It 
requires very little sagacity to see th at 
Los AngMes county will some day, 
before th e close of th e current cen­ 
tu ry , lx* producing and soiling to the 
outside w orld seventy-five or eighty 
m illion dollars’ w orth of her products 
yearly. 
A nd w hy should not Los Angeles Ikj 
great 
com m ercial 
center? 
The 
stretch of a whole continent lies be­ 
hind her, a n d on better lines of com ­ 
m ercial b arter th an attach to San 
Francisco. 
This city is already a 
quite respectable trade center, and is 
destined to advance on these lines 
w ith trem endous rapidity. 
O ur great 
oil deposits likewise assure us em i­ 
nence as a m anufacturing center. 
To wind u p a h urried review of the 
aúnes w hich are irresistibly advanc­ 
ing this city to m etropolitan status it 
is only necessary to note th e fact th at 


Ia>s A ngeles is th e second railw ay 
cen ter in th e U nited States. 
Tlus 
whole region is grid ironed w ith steel 
rails; and already seventy-five train s a 
day. com prising fully one thousand 
cars, m ake day and night hideous 
w ith th e screech of th e iron horse e n ­ 
tering an d departing from our city. 
If 
we had a U nion depot in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco would l»c distanced so 
far in th e display m ade in th e railw ay 
line th at no one w ould think of insti­ 
tuting a com parison betw een th e two 
places.

A competition among architects is 
bow in progress for securing the adop­ 
tion of plans for the proposed tug 
amusement building to be erected on 
the site of the Madison Square Gar­ 
den. The general plan of the build­ 
ing has alreadv been decided on. The 
oatline will be of brick or stone 
of 
fine 
architectural 
appearance 
and the interior of iron. There will 
be a basement sixteen feet in depth to 
cover the entire block. This will con­ 
tain Turkish baths, an aquarium, 
bowling alleys, shooting galleries and 
atabling for about 450 horses, besides 
quarters for elephants and other large 
animals in case there should tie a 
menagerie located there. 
On the 
C 
nd floor will be the ainphi- 
ter, larger 
than 
the present 
one and 
fitted 
with 
permanent 
aeats to accommodate not less than 
6000 or 7000 people. It will he ar­ 
ranged so that extra seats can be put 
in to increase the seating capacity to 
15,000 or even 18,000. There is no 
place at present in the city for holding 
m big political convention or for ac­ 
commodating anything like that num­ 
b er of people. The angle between the 
incline on which the permanent seats 
are to be arranged and the street fronts 
will be fitted up for stores. These will 
K 
bablv he on all four sides, and 
re will he about thirty of them. 
On the second floor, on the Madison 
avenue side, will be a large finely ap­ 
pointed theatre. It is intended to 
make it one of the most comfortable 
and roomy places of amusement in 
th e city. The chaire will be large and 
the aisles broad and the seating capaci­ 
ty upward of 1,»K)0. A number of 
studios are to be put up on the Twen­ 
ty-seventh street side, while front­ 
ing on Fourth avenue will be a very 
large ball-room, our times the size of 
any in the city. 
One of the plans 
makes this 123 feet long and 96 feet 
wide, with a 30-foot ceiling. The nec­ 
essary supper and dressing-rooms will 
be built as adjuncts to this grand hall. 
On the Twenty-sixth street side will 
be a concert hall for lectures and other 
entertainments. 
An immense glass roof will cover 
the center of the building to light the 
amphitheater hv day, and around this 
aky-light a garden will be arranged 
which will be one of the novel feat­ 
ures of the enterprise. It will he 
covered over in winter time so as to 
be utilized as a continuous place of 
amusement irrespective of the season. 
Tha estimated cost of the building is 
$1,000,000, and the cost of everything, 
including the price for the site, will he 
nearly $2,000,000.

The arrivals of new crop California 
honey have been bo far light, ami if 
thin can be taken at* indicative of the 
yield, the quantity to ¡he marketed 
daring the aeanon of 1887-'88 will be 
leas than during the last three years. 
The crop of 1885 was also light, hardly 
7ót tons, but there was a liberal 
aupplv carried over from the un­ 
usually 
heavy crop of 
the pre­ 
vious 
season, the 
yield of 
1884 
aggregating 4,600 tons. 
The quantity 
l»roduced in 1886 approximated 2,500 
tons, but there is little of the 1880 
houev remaining in the State, prob- 
ahly less than 3,000 cases or 150 tons. 
Some place stocks ot old at not to ex­ 
ceed half this quantity. 
Heavy ship­ 
m ents and a tolerably free local con­ 
sumption were induced the last season 
by low prices and fine quality. Much of 
the 1886 crop was as choice honey as 
was ever produced. 
Judging from 
arrivals to date and from letters re­ 
cently forwarded by apiarists and oth­ 
ers in different honey producing dis­ 
tricts, the crop of 1887 will be lacking 
in quality as well as in quantity, com­ 
pared with 1886, and some former 
years. 
The season was unfavorable 
tor wild flowers, especially for the 
whim sage blossom, from which the 
finest honey is produced. A dealer in 
8an Diego county, one of the promi­ 
nent bee districts of Southern Califor­ 
nia, writes that there is no water- 
w hite honey in his section this season, 
and advices of the same tenor come 
from bee-men and dealers in Los 
Angeles, 
San 
Bernardino 
and 
V entura 
counties, 
and 
other 
localities. 
An apiarist in Ventura 
county, with 400 stands of bees, states 
t h a t he will have no honey this year. 
Some persons preeminently identified 
with the trade doubt whether fifty 
tons of extra white new honey could 
be secured in 
the Stute. 
It is 
also claimed and is corroborated 
by samples 
exhibited, that 
this 
season’s honey is much more prone to 
granulate than usual. This may not. 
however, prove to he the case with 
later receipts. 
Although the crop 
gives evidence of being light, and will 
probably be somewhat similar 
in 
quantity to the yield of 1885. it is not 
likely 
that 
prices will rule very 
high or as 
firm 
as 
many 
an­ 
ticipated 
in 
consequence 
of 
decreased production. This is espeei- 
ly apt to be the case owing to the 
lioney running mainly to amber and 
the dark grades. Ib is commodity 
does not figure to any noteworthy ex­ 
tent as a necessity, and the common 
qualities cannot enter largely into con­ 
sumption without competing directly 
with sugar and syrup, the cheapness 
of which not adm itting of ordinary 
honey selling for much higher figures 
than those lately ruling. 
Regarded 
as a luxury, comparatively 
fancy 
prices for honey are possible, but for 
ibis purpose the quality must be the 
•best, 
and 
the 
demand for this, 
w hether the supply he small or large, 
is 
a t 
all times 
quite 
limited. 
W ith 
the small 
supply 
which 
there 
promises 
to 
be 
this 
season of strictly white honey, free 
from granulation, it will not h sur­ 
prising to see such stock commanding 
better prices than have been current 
for several years; but. on amber and 
dark colored honey it is doubtful if 
there 
will be any material im­ 
provement in values for the reasons 
Mentioned. 
Another 
obstacle 
to 
high 
prices 
is 
that 
we 
are 
la gely dependent on foreign consum­ 
ers fen* a market, and unless values 
here are tolerably low, freight charges 
and other expehses added do not usu­ 
ally admit of 
exportation. 
Even 
when low prices «re ruling and freight 
rates are easy it is frequently impos­ 
sible to accommodate distant buyers at 
the utmost figures they are justified in 
C 
ying. 
Receipt of honey since June 
aggregate 2,300 cases and over one- 
vhalf of this is known to he ola honey. 
Most of the new honey so far received 
has been from Santa Barbara county 
the crop there being relatively better 
than in most other localities, but the 
3 
uality is medium. 
During June and 
uly, 1886, receipts were 4,745 cases 
anti for corresponding time in 1885, 
1,787 cases.—[Grocer and 
Country 
Merchant.

Iflo re T e s t i m o n y I n t r o d u c e d —T h e 
C ftie I 'n f l n l e h e d . 
The case of the People vs. (irettie 
Rozelle was called before Judge (lard* 
incr yesterday morning. The defend­ 
ant, contrary to expectation, was pres­ 
en t with her husband. She looked 
rather paler than usual, but otherwise 
showed no signs of her temporary in­ 
disposition. 
The prosecution called Dr. 
Ross 
who gave his testimony on Saturday, 
for cross-examination*. 
Defendant Y 
counsel propounded a series of conun 
drum s to the witness in order to make 
him contradict himself. 
" I say posi­ 
tively," said the doctor, " th a t the vit­ 
riol was poured, not thrown on Petrie. 
It was a corrosive substance. The 
effect of immediately pouring water 
on it produced a great heat, just like 
as if you had poured water on slacked 
lime. 
?*»rs. Mullaly was next called, and 
testified as follows: Mrs. Rozelle came 
to me on the afternoon of the 11th of 
May and said she was sick ; 1 asked 
her what was the matter, and she said 
she had thrown something in a m an's 
face who had insulted h e r; she said 
the m an t ame into her room and tried 
to put her on the lied; that he tried to 
kiss her and she repulsed him ; that 
lie persisted ami she threw something 
in his face; she didn't tell what it 
was; she said she was afraid to go 
back to her room ; she staid five or 
ten minutes with me then we went to 
her room and found Rozelle there, lie 
told me that he prepared the vitriol for 
his wife; that he told her to throw the 
vitriol on Petrie, if he insulted her; 
In* said the stutf was vitriol. 
He suiil 
that he told his wife to throw it on Pe­ 
trie 
and then pitch water on it 
which would 
make 
it 
bum to 
the 
t>one. 
lie said that he had 
picked out the stutr for liis wife 
in case she 
got 
some 
of 
th e 
vitriol on her hands. 
Rozelle and his 
wife sat on the te d as they talked, 
and I sat on the chair. 
She cried ami 
seemed awfully excited. 
He said: 
‘‘W hat’s the matter, my darling? You 
needn’t cry. 
You are all riglit." I 
live next door to Mrs. M artin’s. I was 
acquainted with Mrs. Rozelle. 
I was 
not dressed for the street when she 
came in. 
I had a talk with Mrs. Ro­ 
zelle. 
Mrs. Rozelle was very much 
excited. She cried and trembled. She 
seemed to Ik* hysterical. 
She told me 
all ateu t it. She said Petrie had tried 
to throw her on the lied. 
She did not 
say he had succeeded. 
When she 
told her husbaud all about it he didn’t 
seem to be much surprised. 
I was 
not excited. I was afraid. 
1 didn’t 
know what she had done to the man. 
She didn’t tell me who he was at that 
time. 
She was excited. 
I gave her 
some brandy and hot water. 
She 
looked as if she needed it. 
1 told her 
at that time it was a great shame for 
a man to act the way she said a man 
had acted toward a woman. 
I never 
have been in Rozelle’s room since. 
Am acquainted with Mrs. M artin. We 
have talked ateu t the m atter since. 
We were friends, Mrs. Martin and I, 
long before that time. 
Rozelle called 
my attention to iniwder that had been 
dropped on tin* floor. 
Mrs. Rozelle 
catne to me in a bide and grey-striped 
wrapper. 
I don’t know w hether she 
U 
wore slippers or not. 
I never saw 
what effect the vitriol had on the car­ 
pet. 
Mrs. Martin showed me the mat. 
It had a big hole eaten in it. 
I>R. KIKRCI.FK 
Was next sworn, and testified as fol­ 
lows : Know Charles R. Petrie. 
Was 
called to see him at the hospital. 
1 >rs. 
Ross and Orine were then*. 
They hud 
made an application to his face. Roth 
his eyes were closed. The face exhib­ 
ited a dark appearance. 
He was in 
grea pain. Knew what was the mat­ 
ter when I examined his face. 
It ex­ 
hibited a corrosion of the tissues. 
Some caustic had been applied over it. 
V R ie substance placed on the face was 
corrosive nature. 
Am a regularly 
educated physician. 
Have been grad­ 
uated and studied medicine in ull 
branches. The material -had eaten 
the tissues of the cuticle. 
All acids 
that an* corrosive destroy the tissues 
—esj»ecially nitric and sulphuric acid, 
from the appearance of Petrie's face to 
me it was|»ouredon the face or thrown 
there. 
Its murks and streaks were 
evidence if its having run down the 
face. 
It gave me evidence most 
strongly that the vitriol had been 
poured down, teca use it formed chan­ 
nels over the lieaments of Petrie’s fea­ 
tures. 
W. P. Gibson was next sw orn: I 
know Charles R. Petrie. 
I was, on 
the 11th of May, at home at 4 o’clock. 
Laid down on the lounge in the sit­ 
ting-room. Heard a great noise on 
the stairs. Got up; went out and 
saw Mrs. Rozelle on the stairs. 
I 
asked her what was the matter. 
She 
said, " That man has insulted m e." 
1 went out on the porch and saw Petrie. 
11* had both hands on his face and 
suffering horribly. I uskeil him what 
was the matter. He said : “ My G od! 
that woman has thrown something on 
m e.” 
He u3ked me what it was. 
I 
smelt it and told him it was vitriol. 
I took him in the back way to the 
kitchen and washed his face. 
It was 
badly blistered. W hen I wiped out 
his eves I tried to wipe oft’ his face. 
The skin peeled off. 
I had to stop. 
I told him I would 
go and get 
a doctor. 
He 
said, ‘‘For 
God’s 
sake, don’t leave me alone, Gibson." 
1 told him we would both go, ami he 
went up stairs and got his hat and 
coat and we went to the doctor’s 
office. 
I lav in a room directly below 
the Rozellcs. 
The stairs coming down 
start from right over where I w as; 
from right over the sitting room. The 
lounge on which I was lying was 
about twelve feet from the loot of the 
stairs. 
Heard rto outcry or scuttle us 
the parties,Mrs. Rozelle and Petrie,ran 
down the stairs. Had there been out­ 
cry in the room up stairs I could hav j 
heard it. 
Had a conversation with 
Mrs. Rozelle and her husband that 
afternoon. 
Mrs. 
Rozelle 
was in 
a position to hear 
all 
that was 
said. 
It was about 8 o’doek when 1 
talked with them. 
We were in the 
sitting-room. 
Rozelle and his wife 
came and stood in the door. 
She said 
Petrie came into her room and insulted 
her, and that she "hoped to God it 
had blinded him for life." 
Rozelle 
said she used it just as he told her to, 
and that she would be all right. They 
then went away. 
Know when they 
went only by rumor*. 
Saw vitriol on 
Petrie’s face. When ho came down 
stairs he was eovered with an oily 
substance 011 the face that was running 
down ami dropping off his chin. 
Saw 
vitriol afterward in a tettle in a cup­ 
board over the sink, in the hall, near 
Mrs. Rozelle’s room. There was sul­ 
phuric acid in the bottle. 
Have had 
experience in acid. 
At *2 o’clock Court reconvened. Mrs. 
M artin, the landlady, was first called. 
She said that Mrs. Rozelle said that 
she had thrown vitrol in Petrie’s face. 
She said that she hoped to God it had 
blinded Petrie for life. 
The prosecution announced the case 
for the people closed. 


Mr. Diehl, of counsel for the defense, 
then polled the jury and made the 
opening statement, saying: 
"before 
going into our defense of this action, 
it is proper that we should tell you 
what we ex|»ect to prove in this case. 
Gentlemen, wo expect to prove that 
on the lltli of last May this defend­ 
ant, Grettie Rozelle, was reclining on 
her bed in her room when Hhe was 
awakened. The noise of a man enter­ 
ing her room at the time awakened 
her. 
She saw the man. 
She asked 
him what ho wanted there. 
She was 
told to keep still; that harm would 
not fall to her. We expect to prove 
that this man persisted in forcing an 
entrance, and that he finally embraced 
her; that she screamed for help, and 
that then she tried to escape from tlio 
window. 
We expect to prove that 
teing forced toward her lied bv this 
man, whom we will prove is Petrie, 
Mrs. Rozelle grubbed a glass of sul­ 
phuric acid and (lushed it into his 
face. 
We expect to prove that this 
acid was and had teen used by Mrs. 
Rozelle for the purpose of ixdishing 
ahalone shells. 
Wo expect to prove 
that this defendant threw that vitriol 
in self-defense."
